WASHINGTON, July 16—At 1:15 
o’clock this morning, when Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin left the War Department for 
his home he was yet without late and 
definite information from-Gen. Shafter 
concerning the surrender of Santiago. 
In accordance with the decision arrived 
at in the conference with the President, 
he issued instructions to Gen. Shafter 
that nothing but an unconditional sur- 
render by Gen. Toral would be satis- 
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factory to the government. 

In view of Shafter’s last dispatch, no 
fear is felt that the negotiations for 
the surrender of the forces in Santiago 
city will not be prosecuted to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. Gen. Toral, it is 
known, at first insisted that his men 
should be permitted to carry their arms 
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with them to Spain. This concession 
Gen. Shafter declined to grant. Toral 
has modified his demand regarding the 
arms, and has presented a petition that 
the arms taken from his men be re- 
turned to Spain with the troops. As in- 
dicated, in Secretary Alger’s statement 
above given, the petition has been de- 
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nied by this government. 

The unusual delay which has puzzled 
the war officials is accounted for by 
the difficulty which Gen. Toral is hav- 
‘ing in surrendering that part of the 
force under his command, which is not 
in the city of Santiago. Gen. Shafter 
estimates that there are from 12,000 to 
15,000 men in Santiago, and nearly as 
many more in the province outside the 
city.

WASHINGTON, July 15.—There was 
along and anxious wait today to hear 
further news from the commissioners 
whe had been charged to make ar- 
rangements for the surrender of the 
Spanish army at Santiago. For 
ighteen hours no word came from 
either Gen. Shafter or Gen. Milles, al- 
though there was the keenest desire on 
the part of the President and the Cabi- 
net officers to learn what was to be 
done, and whether the actual surrender 
of Santiago and the Spanish troops 
had been carried out. 

When the Cabinet met at 11 o'clock 
there was nothing from the front which 
would serve as a guide for the delibera- 
tions. It was thought that the cable 
had been interrupted, but inquiry of. 
Gen. Greeley, chief signal officer, gave 
assurance that the cable was intact. 
Thereupon Secretary Alger sent a dis- 
patch asking for the situation up to 
the latest moment, and particularly 
inquiring as to how far the surrender 
had proceeded. No answer came while 
the Cabinet was in session. 

In the mean time, Gen. Greeley had 
cabled, and he was the first to hear 
from the front. A dispatch from Lieut. 
Jones, military censor at Playa del 
Este, reported that the message from 
the Secretary of Wic to Gen. Shafter 
was only six minu. ~in passing from 
Washington to Playa del Este. The 
message received by Gen. Greeley came 
at 2:23 p.m., and indicated that ne- 
gotiations were still in progress, but as 
the dispatch was submitted to the Presi- 
dent, no details were given out. 

Toward the middle of the afternoon 
dispatches from Gen. Shafter and 
ven. Miles began to arrive in response 
to Secretary Alger’s dispatch. They 
were not given out in full, but such por- 
tions as were made public showed that 
the negotiations were still in progress 
and that the Spaniards had raised some 
rather unexpected questions. Most im- 
portant of these was an insistence that 
the Spanish troops should retain their 
arms when they returned to Spain. 
There was entire willingness on the part 
of Gen. Toral to turn over the arms to 
Gen. Shafter at the time of the sur- 
render, but with this was to be the 
understanding that the arms were to 
be returned to the Spanish troops when 
Spanish soil was reached. This was a 
condition which had not been antici- 
pated. The authorities here did not 
regard it as serious or as likely to over- 
come a final settlement, as it was ate- 
tributed to the Spanish sensitiveness 
against the humiliation involved in the 
laying down of their arms. 

One of these dispatches, after specify- 
ing that this difference has arisen, 
added that a settlement would be 
reached before the day closed. Gen. 


| Shafter himself summed up the situa- 


tion by saying: “It cannot be possible 
that there will be failure in completing 
arrangements.” 

No question whatever has been raised 
as-to the surrender itself. Not only 
has Gen... Toral agreed to it, but this 
agreement has been ratified by Gen. 
Blanco at. Havana and by the Spanish 
government at Madrid. 

Gen. Greeley received another dis- 
patch at 5 p.m., containing the infor- 
mation that Col. Allen had landed the 
shore end of the signal corps cable 
at Playa del Este from the cable 
steamer. Col. Allen was not allowed 
to land at Playa on account of the 
Adria coming from an infected district. 
All were well on board, but no one 
was allowed ashore. Col. Allen returns 
this evening to Baiquiri to repair the 
French cable at that point and estab- 
lish regular communication between 
Playa and Santiago, so that the army 
will be in telegraphic communication 
with Washington as soon as the city 
is surrendered. 

The perplexing problem now to be 
solved is how to carry out the plans 
made by Gen. Shafter to remove the 
Spanish soldiers who surrendered to 
Spain. It would have been no easy 
undertaking to remove the 20,000 men 
across the Atlantic ‘under the best 
conditions, but the reports that indi- 
cated the existence of yellow fever 
among the Spaniards threatened all 
kinds of difficulties. After all, it was 
decided.to be only a matter of money 
and if the price offered is large enough 
steamship lines can doubtless be- found 
bee undertake the task.

WASHINGTON AUTHORITIES FIRM

WASHINGTON, July 15.—After an 
extended conference With the President 
tonight, at which three other members 
of the Cabinet were present, Secretary 
Alger said: “The situation is just 
this: The Spaniards at Santiago are 
prepared to surrender, but they want 
io carry their arms. We have deter- 
mihed to grant no such concession, nor 
any eontession except the generosity 
of this government to transport them 
to Spain.” 

Secretary Alger was asked if it was 
not the expectation that when it was 
known that no other terms-would be 
granted, the surrender would take 
place, and he replied that such was the 
case. In any event, no other concession 
would be afforded by this government. 

It was nearly 1 o'clock when the con- 
ference at the White House adjourned, 
Besides Secretary Alger there were 
present Secretaries Bliss and Wilson.

WASHINGTON, July 15.—The sub- 
ject of peace Was not mentioned at the 
Cabinet meeting today, and it can be 
authoritatively stated that the Presi- 
dent has not received any intimation 
from any official or even semi-official 
sources that Spain desired peace upon 
any terms that could be entertained by 
the United States. 

One prominent member of the Cabi- 
net said that Spain was rapidly losing 
ground by not seeking to make terms, 
and added that ‘‘she seemed to have no 
ability to make war or capacity to 
make peace.” 

Nothing concerning the progress of 
events at Santiago has been received 
up to 1 oclock, when the Cabinet 
meeting closed. 

NOBODY INTERFERED.

Review of the Gicrious Achieve-

NBW YORK, July 15.—A special to 
the Tribune from Washington says: 

“The surrender of Santiago, following 
within ten days the destruction off 
Southeastern Cuba, of the only formid- 
eble naval squadron left to Spain on 
the high seas, marks another notable 
mile post in this country’s prosecution 
of the Spanish war. 

“By the terms of Gen. Toral’s capitu- 
lation, not only does the city of San- 
tiago, a naval and military base of the 
utmost importance, fall into American 
hands, but possession of the whole 
easte.n end of Cuba is ceded to the 
American forces, which have within a 
month and in the face of almost in- 
superable obstacles, succeeded in re- 
ducing a stronghold second in defensive 
Strength on the island only to Ha- 
Vana, itself. So brilliant a culmina- 
tion of the first offensive campaign in 
Cuba adds fresh luster to the record— 
already signailly inspiring—made in the 
Scant three months since hostilities 


, Were opened by American arms. 


“They have undertaken, with forces 
in &@ measure raw, and far from fault- 
lessly equipped, the invasion of Cuba, 
at a point more than twelve hundred 
miles from the nearest base of supplies 
and reinforcements; they have 
effected landing on dif- 
ficult coast, and overcome  with- 
out loss, the extraordinary natural 
obstacles to the prompt establishment 
of an investment to have carried with 
numbers little greater than those of 
the city’s garrison, lines upon lines of 
rifle pits and entrenchments: to have 
fought, not only Spanish but the more 
insidious attacks of a deadly tropical 
climate in the first months of the rainy

at Santiago have been fitly crowned by 
a triumph as significant and decisive 
as that won by the guns of Dewey at 
Manila or by those of Schley and Samp- 
son in the waters of the Carihbean Sea 

“European Opinion, certainly, if 
Spain's course is to be guided by the 
friendly advice of other powers. will 
find in the striking success of Shafter's 
army at Santiago an emphatie econ- 
firmation of the hopelessness of Spain's 
strugele against the newly-organized 
and overwhelming forces of the United 
States. 

“As European doubts of the efficiency 
of the American navy vanished in the 
smoke of Dewey's guns at Manila, so 
are continental! criticisms of the ama- 
teurishness and ineffectiveness of the 
American army likely to be Silenced 
by the splendid triumph of Shafter’s 
men over obstacles, military and 
natural, which few armies have been 
called on to face, and none have faced 
with greater spirit and courage. If 
Spain is at all in the mood to 
acknowledge defeat, it is thought here 
that today’s capitulation will open the 
way for some proposals through a 
friendly power for the cessation of hos- 
tilities.

SHOT EIGHTEEN SPIES.

ST. LOUIS; July 15.—John Sheehan 
of the Sixteenth United States Infantry, 
now at Santiago, has written an inter- 
esting letter to his parents in this city. 
The letter, which was dated June 238, 
says in part: 

“We have caught about eighteen spies 
and shot them. The Cubans are out in 
front. They have been furnished with 
guns and provisions by the United 
States. They are pretty strong—about 
seven thousand in number. We have 
cut a road, and have all our provisions 
on the camp grounds .with us. The 
other day six Spanish deserters came 
over to us and surrendered. They are 
held as prisoners. 

“We now number about twenty-five 
thousand. ‘The Spaniards have about 
eight thousand half-fed and sick men, 
While all our boys are looking fine. 
Have not seen any of the swamps or 
rainy season yet. Just got word that. 
the Ninth Cavalry has caught nineteen 
Spanish signal corps men with an out- 
line of our camp on paper.” 

SICK SPANISH PRISONERS.

‘The armies have had a campaign of 


three weeks of unprecedented hard- 
ships for both Officers and privates. 
The vietory of the Americans is 
sreater than expected at first. The 
Spanish troops in the Fourth Corps, 
the military division of Santiago prov- 
ince, ‘from a line drawn north from 


Averroderos, eighteen miles west of 
Santiago, through Los Palmas, So- 
rian, <Aleatanza, to Sagua de Ta- 
namo on the north coast and east- 


ward to Cape Maisi, are surrendered 
und the territory is abandoned. Be- 
tween eighteen and twenty thousand 
Spanish prisoners are taken, about ten 
thousand of whom are in Santiago. The 
remainder are at Guantanamo and 
others are garrisoned in the towns of 
Iistern Cuba. All these troops are ty 
te embarked and sent back to Spain 
under parole, 

Gen, Shafter bears his honors mod- 
estly. To a correspondent of the Asso- 
‘lated Press he said: 

“The enemy has surrendered all the 
territory and troops east of Santiago. 
The terms were dictated from Wash- 
ington. It has been a hard campaign, 
one of the hardest I ever saw. The 
difficulties to contend with were very 
great. Never during our civil war were 
more difficult problems solved. The 
character of the country and the roads 
made it seem almost impossible to ad- 
vance in the face of the enemy. The 
transportation problem was hard, but 
all the difficulties were successfully 
surmounted. Our troops have behaved 
gallantly. They fought like heroes, and 
I am proud to have commanded them. 
During all the hardships they have 
suffered they have shown reason and 
spirit. They deserve to conquer. 

The resistance of the enemy has been 

exceedingly stubborn. Gen. Toral has 
proven himself a foeman worthy any 
man’s steel. The negotiations which 
culminated in the surrender of Gen. 
Toral have been dragging on for ten 
days, with the intermission of Sunday 
and Monday, when our batteries and 
fleet bombarded the enemy’s position. 
Throughout these periods of truce, Gen. 
‘Toral has shrewdly fallen back, when 
hard pressed, upon the statement that 
he was simply a subordinate and puw- 
erless to agree to the proposals with- 
out the sanction of his superiors, except 
under penalty of being courtmartialed. 
At the same time he seemed to inti- 
*,ate that personally he thought it was 
useless to hold out any longer. But he 
and his garrison were soldiers, he said, 
~ could die, if necessary, obeying or- 
ders.”’ 
. It was at the personal interview held 
by Gen. Shafter with Gen. Toral that 
the American general made the Span- 
ish general to understand that tem- 
porizing must cease, and before noon 
today a categorical affirmation to his 
offer must be received or the bom- 
bardment of the city would begin in 
earnest, 

In the mean time, all our plans had 
been perfected. The delay had been 
utilized to good advantage. Our lines 
had heen extended until Santiago was 
nearly surrounded, and our light bat- 
teries had been so posted as to be 
able to do more effective work. In ad- 
dition, arrangements had been made to 
land troops at Cabanas, west of the 
entrance of the harbor of Santiago. 
The Spanish batteries opposite Moro 
Castle were to be bombarded and 
stormed, their guns were then to be 
turned upon the city, and Gen. Law- 
ton's division at the same time was 
to fall on the enemy's left flank, under 
the cover of our artillery fire. We 
could then have enfiladed their lines 
and have driven them into the city. 

Gen. Toral must have realized that he 
was trapped and that to hold out longer 
must mean a useless sacrifice of his 
men, but he made one last effort to gain 
more time this morning. While nomi- 
nally vielding to the terms Gen. Shaf- 
ter propsed, before 8 o’clock he sent a 
communication to Gen. Shefter, enclos- 
ing a copy of a telegram from Capt.- 
Gen. Blanco, explaining that the sur- 
render of such an important position 
as Santiago and the abandonment of 
Eastern Cuba, would require the direct 
sanction of the Madrid government, 
ond requesting more time to hear from 
Madrid. At the same time, Capt.-Gen. 
Bieneco authorized Gen. Toral, if it was 
agreeable to the American general, to 
appoint commissioners on each side to 
arrange the terms of capitulation of 
the forees under his command, on the 
condition of their parole and trans- 
portation to Spain, pending the sanc- 
tion of Madrid. He also communicated 
the names of commissioners he had se- 
lected. namely: Robert Mason, the

This communication was so ambigu- 
ous that it might all be upset by the 
refusal of Madrid to sanction the terms 
agreed upon by the commissioners, and 
Gen. Shafter resolved to have all the 
ambiguity removed before proceeding 
further. At 11 o’clock he mounted his 
horse, and, together with Gen. Miles 
and his staff, he rode to the front. At 
Gen. Wheeler's headquarters, Gen. 
Shafter, Geh. Miles, Gen. Maus and an 
interpreter, left their retinue end 
passed on over our trenches with a flag 
of truce to the mango tree under 
which the interview was held yester- 
day. They were soon joined by Gen. 
Toral, his chief of staff, and the two 
other commissioners appointed by him. 
Jen. Miles took no part in the negotia- 
tions. He has been careful since his 
arrival here not to assumé the direc- 
tion of affairs or to detract in the least 
from the glory of Gen. Shafter's 
achievement.

THE AFTERMATH.

BEFORE SANTIAGO, July 14, 6 p. 
m., Via Kingston, July 15, 12:15 p. m.— 
After the men had lunched Gen. Shaf- 
ter appointed Col. Astor and Capt. Mc- 
Kittrick to convey the welcome tidings 
along the line. Some of the officers 
favored celebrating the victory with 
bands and a noisy demonstration, but 
Gen. Shafter vetoed the proposition. 
He said theré was no occasion to 
humiliate the enemy, who had fought 
bravely. Not even cheering was to be 
permitted. Before Col. Astor and Capt. 
McKittrick could warn the soldiers, the 
latter broke out into wild hurrahs. Some 
danced about, threw their hats into the 
air, hugged each other and congratu- 
lated themselves upon the prospect of 
getting out of Cuba in a few days. 

Gen, Shafter instructed the commis- 
sioners that the inside harbor entrance 
be immediately opened to allow Clara 
Barton of the Red Cross Society and 
the supply ships to enter, and that the 
railroad from Siboney be opened for a 
Similar purpose. We are to supply the 
Spanish prisoners’ with food pending 
their concentration and embarkation. 
Gen. Toral requested this, saying that 
there was very little food. It is prob- 
able that the Spanish steamers in the 
harbor will be used in part for the 
transportation of the surrendered men 
to Spain. The Spanish troops aban- 
doned the entrenchments early this 
afternoon and went into the city. 

Our commissioners, attended by an 
interpreter, entered the Spanish lines 
shortly after 2 o’clock and had not re- 
turned when the correspondent sent 
this dispatch. Gen. Miles and his staff 
arrived at Siboney from the front, and 
went aboard the Concha. On the wharf 
Gen, Miles said: 

“Santiago has surrendered on our 
terms, after vainly trying for a long 
time to get better ones. The result is 
highly gratifying. The Spanish prison- 
ers will be transported to Spain by us. 
The surrender carries with it not only 
the city of Santiago, but the entire 
Santiago military district, being the 
eastern portion of Cuba, west to a line 
drawn from <Acerraderos on the south 
coast to Sagua on the north coast. 
Manzanillo and Holguin are not in- 
cluded. 

“The possession of the surrendered 
district will be yielded at once, and a 
commission of six, three from each 
side, will meet this afternoon to ar- 
range the details of the transfer. The 
American troops will be left where they 
are for a time, until they are needed 
for service elsewhere. I do not wish 
to say what point will be attacked 
next. I may come ashore again here, 
but hardly think 60.” 

THE HOUR FOR PBACE.

PARIS, July: 15.—The Temps this 
afternoon says: “The hour for opening 
the peace negotiations has struck with 
the fall of Santiago, particularly as the 
appearance of yellow fever will dis- 
pose the Americans to receive them fa- 
vorably.

WASHINGTON, July  15.—‘There 
have been no overtures for peace re- 
ceived by any United States embassy 
or legation abroad, or by the Depart- 
ment of State at Washington’’ This 
was the statement made by a member 
of the Cabinet, who is thoroughly 
familiar with the conditions as they 
exist today, and was called forth by 
various reports that ranged all the way 
from an announcement that the basis 
for a treaty of peace already had been 
reached, to the more guarded declara- 
tion that the Spanish government. had 
conveyed in an official manner to the 
United States government an intima- 
tion some of the concessions it was 
prepared to make to secure peace. 

The prospects for the speedy insti- 
tution of peace negotiations have 
brightened considerably since the col- 
lapse of Spanish resistance at Santiago. 
The moral effect of that victory for the 
American arms is beginning to be felt 
in the direction of peace. If the Cabi- 
net has discussed terms of peace up to 
this moment, the fact has not been di- 
vulged by any responsible source. 

Now and then one of the government 
agents in Europe communicates some 
message Summing up the European gos- 
sip, and naturally in view of the earnest 
desire for the speedy restoration of 
peace entertained by the European 
powers, this gossip tends to bear out 
the belief that peace negotiations are 
at hand. The President hopes so. He 
has made no concealment of his earnest 
desire for a speedy termination of the 
war. Such a position on his part is en- 
tirely reconcilable with the earnest pur- 
pose to prosecute the war until its 
Original purpose has been attained. Be- 
fore that time any overtures for peace 
must come from Spain. 

The news from Madrid that Spain 
had been practically placed under mar- 
tial law is regarded as a most hopeful 
sigm It is construed to mean a pur- 
Pose on the part of the Spanish govern- 
ment to bind up in advance the turbu- 
lent elements in Spain that might be 
expected to take advantage of the pub- 
lic discontent caused by the heavy sac- 
rifices the government must make to 
obtain peace, in order to cause a revo- 
lution and overthrow the monarchy. 

It is realized here by the officials that 
every day will bring a fresh crop of 
peace rumors, few with any founda- 
tion, but their very circulation and the 
credence gained for them is regardeé 
as an encouraging sign of a genera.

its end. 

CARLISTS ARE FURIOUS.

MADRID, July 15.—The Official Ga-

The decree adds the government will 
render an account to the Parliament of 
the use it may make of this measure. 

The publication of the decree is gen- 
erally accepted as being convincing 
proof that the government is now ready 
to sue for peace and that negotiations 
to that effect are actually in progress. 
The government wishes to have full 
power to suppress any evidence of 
discontent or rebellion whenever they 
appear. 

The Carlists are furious and are sure 
to attempt to create trouble. One Min- 
ister expressed the conviction that offi- 
cial overtures for peace will be made 
before Sunday, and there is reason to 
believe that France thas offered her 
services to Spain and that Spain has 
darwn up the conditions for peace 
which will offer a basis for the nego- 
tiations.

EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON. 


Spain not a Country to Be 


Reasoned With. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, July 15.—Ex-President 
Harrison, in an interview regarding 
Gen. Toral’s surrender, said: 

“Whether the fall of Santiago will 
lead to peace proposals on the part of 
Spain is a difficult matter to conjec- 
ture upon at this moment. Spain is 
not'a country you can reason with, ex- 
cept by force. Now, if it were any 
other country than Spain with which 
we are at war, I would have no hesita- 
tion in thinking that an event such as 
happened today, in the face of the pre- 
vious disasters, would mean the cessa- 
tion of hostilities. ny 

“Another thing one has to consider 
in discussing the probability of peace 
is the peculiar position Spain is in. 
From the beginning her goveinment 
had to make the choice between foreign 
or civil War. That was the only alter- 
native left to her, and she chose for- 
eign war. The question of peace now 
turns mainly upon the situation in 
Spanish politics. Impoverished by the 
reverses they have sustained, I think 
that if the Spanish ministry could de- 
pend upon the army at home to put 
down any insurrection that might arise 
they would at once sue for peace. By 
continuing the war, Spain is only in- 
viting further disaster. Her navy has 
been destroyed. 
naval power. Nothing she has left 
could even cope with a detachment of 
our fleet. Camara would be wiped out 
by a small squadron of our ships as 
completely as was Cervera. Without 
ships to defend them, all her posses- 
sions and even all her home ports are 
cpen to capture or destruction by cur 
navy. In the face of these conditions 
it is difficult to see what other course 
can be taken by Spain than to ask 
for peace. 

“In any event, the subjection of 
Cuba is simply a question of time. 
While further resistance may be made, 
it is more apparent than ever that 
there can be but one issue to the war. 
Moreover, the successive great losses 
Spain has suffered tend to make the 
home situation easier for the Spanish 
government. These losses make the 
people over there realize the utter hopr- 
lessness of the struggle, and will open 
their eyes to the fact that the longer 
the war is protracted, the greater will 
be their humiliation.” 

Gen. Harrison declined to give an 
opinion as to the policy the govern- 
ment should adopt in the matter of re- 
tainirg the Philippines and other con- 
quered Spanish possessions. It would 
be invidious, he said, for him to dis- 
cuss any subject which would become

“It is the understanding at this hour, 
1:15 a. m., that negotiations have been 
broken off. The American army will 
enforce its position with shot and shell 
unless the Spaniards surrender their 
personal arms. No intimation was 
given at the White House as to what 
time had been granted the Spaniards 
in which to accede to the American ulti- 
matum. As a result of a midnight con- 
ference between the President and his 
advisers, a telegram was sent to Shaf- 
ter something to this effect: 

“Tf the Spanish commander declines 
to adhere to the understood proposition, 
stop negotiations and begin to bom- 
bard.’ 

“The President, it is understood, di- 
rected the sending of this message. 
While this is expected to bring Toral 
to terms without further parley, the 
order will be carried out unless the 
dilly-dallying is promptly stopped or 
some valid reason given for continuing 
the negotiations: 

“The answer sent to Shafter, in ad- 
dition to ordering him to bring Toral 
up with a good round turn, is under- 
stood to have conveyed the adminis- 
tration’s belief that the delay has thus 
far inured to the benefit of the enemy. 
The procrastination of the Spaniards 
might mean the final rejection of all 
terms, and the matter must certainly 
be settled right away.”’ 

TORAL’S RESPONSIBILITY.

MADRID, July 16.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Sagasta says that neither his 
government nor Blanco’s had anything 
to do with the surrender of Santiago.

CABINET ECHOES. 


Matters Concerning Which 


Light is Being Sought. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, July 15.—The Cabi- 
net adjourned without knowledge of 
the details of the terms of surrender 
which were to be made at Santiago by 
the commissioners referred to by Gen. 
Shafter in his dispatch of yesterday. 
The assumption is that the commis- 
sioners are still at work endeavoring to 
arrange, the details of the surrender. 
These are likely to be more complex 
than are generally supposed, for aside 
from matters of actual moment, such 
as the methods of transportation, the 
carriage of arms, and the transporta- 
tion of the surrendered officers, some 
of the matters to be attended to grow 
out of the fantastic Spanish notions of 
honor and are quite as troublesome to 
deal with as matters of vital import- 

ance, 

The French Cable Company shut 
down over night, and that was sup- 
posed at first to be the reason why 
further reports were not forthcoming 
from Shafter or Miles. It was believed 
that the cable operators, Frenchmen, 
had become wearied from their pro- 
tracted labors and refused to continue 
at work last night. With morning:came 
a renewal of communication, though no 
messages from Shafter were on file. 

Many inquiries are coming to the 
War Department as to the condition 
of sick and wounded American soldiers 
near Santiago. The appearance of yel- 
low fever.among the transports was 
an additional cause of apprehension and 
doubled t he number of queries. The 
War Department does not deem it 
prudent just now to make any detailed 
statement relative to the conditions in 
the camp, but Adjt.-Gen. Corbin stated 
that he could say that, so far as the 
yellow fever was concerned, the condi- 
tions at last report were certainly bet- 
ter than they were two days ago. 

Col. Hecker, who is in charge of 
transportation service of the War De- 
partment, is busy trying to arrange 
for the conveyance home of the Spanish 
soldiers who surrendered in Santiago. 
There ig a disposition to appeal directly 
to the great steamship transportation 
lines to make bids to carry these peo- 
ple. The adoption of such a course 
would relieve the government of a great 
responsibility. It would put the Span- 
iards under a neutral fiag which would 
insure their reception without difficulty 
at home, and it would relieve our gov- 
ernment of the necessity of sending 
with the prisoners the heavy guard 
that would be required if they were 
conveyed on United States transports. 
Economically, it was thought that the 
proposition was a sound one. 

Assuming that the companies charged 
the usual passenger rates for soldiers, 
the transfer could be effected at a cost 
not to exceed $500,000, a sum which is 
probably less than would be the cost 
of the service if undertaken directly by 
our government. But a disagreeable 
complication has arisen from the fact 
that reports indicate that yellow fever 
exists among the Spanish troops as 
well as among our own, and it is feared 
that if these reports are well-founded 
it may be difficult to induce transporta- 
tion companies to undertake the task 
of conveying sick soldiers and those 
who had been exposed to infection. 

There is also doubt whether’ the 
Spanish authorities will allow the men 
to land on Spanish soil. 

Adjt.-Gen. Corbin said that all the 
necessary rations to care for the Span- 
ish soldiers when they surrendered had 
been secured and were now in place 
for immediate delivery at Santiago. It 
is presumed that the quartermasters 
officers will avoid the enormous under- 
taking of transporting these supplics 
over the mountain trails by sending 
these supplies in vessels into the harbor 
to the city of Santiago. This, it is be- 
lieved, can be done safely as the terms 
of surrender will doubtless require the 
Spanish to indicate the location of the 
mines in the harbor. It is expected 
that the great body of the refugees 
that fled from the town on the threat 
of bombardment will now return. and 
great distress is expected to result 
from the lack of food supplies. Gen. 
Shafter has been allowed to exercise 
his full discretion in dealing with these 
refugees, and while he will not assume 
the responsibility for their maintenance 
he will without doubt spare as many 
rations as possible from his stores to

No détermination has been reached 
so far as can be learned, as to the 
form of administration, for, until the 
surrender itself is completed, the au- 
thorities here are not disposed to settle 
the details of questions which naturelly 
follow the surrender. It is felt, how- 
ever, that an important question of gen- 
eral policy hinges on the action at 
Santiago, as it is the first Cuban ter- 
ritory to be acquired by our army, and 
to some extent determination eas to its 
method of civil administration will 
serve as a precedent for the civil ad- 
ministration of other parts of Cuba 
when it is overrun by our army.

NAVY GETS THE NEWS, 


WIGWAG FLAG SAYS “THB ENEMY 
HAS SURRENDERED.” 


A Great Cheer from a Host of Amer- 
ican Throats Swept Through the 
Squadron Lined Up for Battle 
When the Announcement Was 
Signalled. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

OFF AGUADORES, July 14, 3 p.m., 
via Port Antonio, Jamaica, July 15, 
4:15 a.m.—Santiago de Cuba was sur- 
rendered today. Menaced by Ameri- 
ean forces on land and sea, disheart- 
ened by past defeats, and without hope 
of victory, Gen. Toral yielded his city 
to save his people. With the final 
stroke of the Spanish general's pen, 
the only stronghold im the province of 
Santiago has fallen, and the power of 
Spain in eastern Cuba is crushed. 
What the terms of the surrender were 
is not yet known. They may be made 
public when Gen. Miles returns from 
the front tonight, and they may be 
suppressed for days. 

On board the flagship New York, it is 
believed that the surrendered Spanish 
officers will be permitted to retain their 
side arms, and that the Spanish army 
will be given safe convoy to Spain. 
Admiral Sampson has not yet been in- 
formed of the details of capitulation. 
The end came swiftly and unexpectedly. 
The Santiago campaign, bright with its 
deeds of splendid daring, and dark 
with the record of slaughter, had been 
believed by many men high in rank to 
have only just begun. The refusal 
of the Spanish to surrender had been 
so emphatic, and so recent, that both 
army and navy had forsaken the idea 
of victory without further bloodshed, 
and noon today had been set for the 
final desperate assault upon the stub- 
born defenses of the city. That its 


fortifications were strong and that its. 


forces were brave all knew, and to- 
day had been looked forward to as 
likely to be the bloodiest in the history 
of the campaign. Therefore, when 
soon after 2 o’clock this afternoon, Ad- 
miral Sampson received by signal the 
news that Gen. Toral had surrendered, 
the admiral and his officers scarcely 
credited the story. 

Whether Moro Castle and the batter- 

ies above the harbor wilt also sur- 
render is, at 3 o’clock this afternoon, 
a matter of conjecture. At the hour 
the Spanish flag still floated above 
Moro, and the Spanish forces still clus- 
tered about the earthworks and bat- 
teries. With the American army con- 
trolling Santiago, however, further re- 
sistance by the harbor batteries would 
be absurd, and their surrender un- 
doubtedly quickly follow Gen. Shafter’s 
occupation of the town, if, indeed, the 
sea front fortifications and all others 
are not included in the city’s capitula- 
tion. 
When Gen. Toral on Monday last re- 
fused absolutely to consider the terms 
of unconditional surrender, and when 
Gen. Shafter announced negotiations at 
an end, it was believed that the taking 
of the city without further fighting 
was an impossibility. The artillery of 
the Federal forces was ordered to be 
rushed to the front, the investing line 
was extended to them in the town com- 
pletely, and every preparation was 
made for the final assault. Acting un- 
der instructions from Washington, 
however, Gen. Shafter again proposed 
surrender yesterday, and at a confer- 
ence, at which Gen. Miles and Gen. 
Toral were present, it was proposed to 
allow the Spanish officers to retain 
their side arms, and the \American 
commander offered to send the defeated 
army to Spain under convoy and on 
parole. 

The story of the conference has al- 
ready been told. Gen. Toral’s an- 
nouncement that the matter would 
have to be referred to his government 
convinced the majority of officers at 
the headquarters that nothing further 
would come from the negotiations, and 
an order was issued to prepare for a 
general attack at noon today, at which 
hour the extended armistice expired. 
The men at the front made every 
preparation for battle, the fleet gath- 
ered around the little bay of Aguadores,

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At almost the same instant the other 
ships in the fleet caught the momen- 
tous meaning of the bright-colored sig- 
nal flags which flashed at the Hist’s 
swaying masthead, and a great cheer 
from a host of American throats swept 
through the squadron from ship to 
ship, while answering pennants flew 
from each vessel, in response to the

nals. 
Eventually the Hist ran alongside 
the flagship and delivered her dis- 


patch. It contained no details, being 
simply a brief message by wire to 
Admiral Sampson from Gen. Shafter, 
Saying that the enemy had surren- 
dered. The admiral has not taken an 
active part in the negotiations, but 
he has been consulted by Gen. Miles 
and Gen. Shafter, and undoubtedly he 
will be considered in the.settlement of 
the final details of the surrender. He 
declined to discuss the matter, fur- 
ther than to express joy that the tak- 
ing of Santiago was accomplished 
without further bloodshed, and saying 
that the terms of the capitulation were 
not to be made public for @ome time. 

Within five minutes of the Hist’s ar- 
rival the signal officers ashore began 
sending messages with the wigwag flag 
on the hilltop to the right of the ra- 
vine, in which the ruins of the Agua- 
dores fort lie. This has been selected 
as a signal station, and from this was 
telegraphed to Admiral Sampson a 
confirmation of the surrender. This 
message was as unsatisfactory as was 
the Hist’s to the officers of the fleet, 
who were anxious to know the terms 
of the surrender and other details, 
while the message simply set forth 
the bare statement that the surrender 
of Santiago had occured. The Iowa 
was ordered to steam west to Moro 
Castle, evidently being sent to watch 
the movement of the men manning the 
shore batteries. 

Gen. Toral surrendered in the nick 
of time, for had the plans of today’s 
battle been carried out, the city of 
Santiago would have been torn to 
pieces before night. The fleet had the 
exact range, and, although the city 
was about eight miles away and hidden 
by the hills,, Commodore Schley said 
that shells could be dropped in the 
heart of the town every two minutes 
for as long a time as Gen. Shafter 
thought it necessary. Aside from the 
work of the fleet, seven batteries of 
artillery were in position and so placed 
that their three-inch shells could have 


been hurled into the town from al! 
sides. The Spaniards, however, had 
made careful preparations, and had 


even erected barricades in the streets, 
ready to fieht to the very last. 

Gen. Shafter and his officers confi- 
dently expected the American loss to 
be heavy if the attempt had to be 
mede to capture the city by assault, 
and elaborate hospital arrangements 
were made in anticipation of such an 
occurrence, a large number of tents 
having been erected at Siboney since 
the buildings there were burned. 


IRONY OF FATE. 


SPANISH PRIZE USED TO FURTHER 
AMERICAN ENTERPRISE. 


The Panama Sails for Santiago With 
an Expedition for Building 
Wharves and Short Railroad 

; Lines—The Berlin Goes Loaded 
With Supplies of All Kinds. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, July 15.—On the Pan- 
ama, which has just sailed for San- 
tiago, was the expedition for building 
wharves and short railroad lines, the 
contract for which D. Van Aken has 
undertaken. Materials for building the 
wharves, floats, ‘and tracks, such as 
lumber, pile-drivers, bolts, rails, nails, 
etc., were put aboard. One hundred 
skilled mechanics and 250 laborers, in 
charge of Lieut. Williams, embarked 
on the recent Spanish prize. 

The tugs Britannia and Gladisfen and 
five lighters, which have been obtained 
for this service, will start from here 
tomorrow, the tugs towing the light- 
ers. It is said that the government 
lighters at Santiago have been i1vcst, 
and the Navy Department will impress 
all the lighters avilable south of the 
Delaware breakwater. The Panama 
was hurried off, and did not take much 
of the cargo that was intended for her. 
What she left behind will be taken by 
the Berlin. 

It had been the intention to dispatch 
the Berlin yesterday with her cargo 
of supplies for Santiago, the vessel to 
touch at Charleston for troops. At 
the eleventh hour, the plans’ were 
changed, because of a decision in the 
Quartermaster’s Department to have 
the boat call either at New Orleans or 
Galveston for two regiments of im- 
munes to take to Cuba. She will, how- 
ever, sail tomorrow, when it will be 
determined which of the two ports she 


shall call at. The first and second 
regiments volunteer infantry are at 
New Orleans and Galveston, respect- 


ively. The Galveston regiment may be 
sent direct to Cuba by another trans- 
por, or transferred’ to New Orleans 
yy rail. In case neither of these plans 
is found to be feasible, the Berlin wil! 
call at both ports for the two regi- 
ments. 

The Berlin’s cargo includes a mixed 
lot of stuff. Among other items are 
50) field cots and bedding, and 490 mis- 
cellaneous packages of gifts for the 
hospital service and the troops. Un- 
known givers sent 295 cases of canned 
soups. One concern sent 2200 hottles 
of sparkling and aperient waters, and 
the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution forwarded clothing, preserves, 


provisions and delicacies. Col. Brown 
of the medical supply depot of the 
Quartermaster's Department, sent 


drugs, medicines and similar supplies,

Twenty Miners Arrive at Victoria 
on Steamer Cottage City With» 
Gold or Drafts. 


ANOTHER RICH CARGO IS DUE. 


STEAMER CITY OF SBPATTLE BRING- 
| ING DOWN A PARTY. 


Sait Against Welburn—Decisions on

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) July 15.—The 
igteamer Cottage City, which touched 
jhere tonight on her way to Seattle 
‘from Alaska, had on board twenty 
miners from Dawson City, with about 
$750,000 in gold dust and drafts, mostly 
the latter. They came up the Yukon 
River in a steamer to White Horse 
Rapids, where they transferred to & 
Lake Bennett steamer. 

They say banking accommodations in 
Dawson are now so good that there is 
no necessity of men bringing out 
tmoney in any other form 4&han drafts. 
‘The most of the gold will come out by 
away of St. Michael. Those believed to 
‘have the most money on board the 
Cottage City are the four Butler 
brothers of Ellsworth, Minn. The eld- 
_est went in three years ago, and the 
‘other three last year. They have 
cleaned up a large amount on Bo- 
manza Creek, 22A, 68B and 23A, They 
sold claims to an English syndicate 
represented by McFarland and H. M, 
Coleman, the latter of whom came 
@own tonight. The price obtained can- 
‘not be learned, but Coleman is author- 
‘ity for the statement that it was a 
‘very large one. All the men on board 
“were very reticent, saying the imposi- 
ition of the royalties causes them to re- 
fuse to state the full amount of money 
‘brought out. Several of them have 
*been working only on lays. 

The only boats that have yet reached 
“Dawson from down the river are the 
Hamilton, Weare, Bella, May West and 

“the Victoria. Among the Cottage City 
passengers are Paul Dobson of Los 
Angeles, Henry Chaney of Rochester, 
N. Miller and Vines of New York 
State. All have money, Yariously esti- 
mated at from $10,000 to $50,000 each. 

Gold strikes have been made on a 
mew bench of El Dorado, Bonanza, 
French Creek and Skookum Gulch. 
They are reported enormously produc- 
tive at high levels. Quartz claims 
prospected so far yield poor prospects. 

H. M. Coleman, who is a well-known 
mining engineer,: went in early this 
spring and purchased a number of 
claims for the English syndicate which 
he represents. He estimated that the 
yield this year will be at least $10,000,- 
000. With the exception of a few cases 
of scurvy the health of Dawson is re- 
ported very good. 

Tonight's arrivals say that another 
party who came out with them are com- 
ing down on the steamer City of Se- 
attle, which is due late tonight. They 
are reported to have about as large an 
amount of gold and drafts as those on 
the Cottage City. It is estimated that 
the Canadian government will co'lect 
Foyalty on about $10,000,000 worth of 
gold this season. 

ALL BRINGING WEALTH.

AUSTRALIA ADVICES, 
Magnificent Lund Liner Reported 

| Sold to Uncle Sam. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


VANCOUVER (B. C.,) July 15.—Aus- 
tralian mail advices, by steamer War- 
rimoo, contain a report that the mag- 
nificant Lund Line steamer, Culgoa, 
has been sold to the United States. 
The report also states that she is be- 
ing fitted out for a cruiser.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 15.—Referr- 
ing to the gunboat Bennington, which 
sailed yesterday, the Examiner says: 
“She will be heard from next, from 
some Puget Sound port, possibly at 
Port Townsend. It is rumored that 
definite knowledge has been received 
regarding the whereabouts of the Span- 
ish privateer, of which considerable 
mention has been made. Several ves- 
sels laden with gold are expected from 
St. Michaels. 

“The gunboat Wheeling was sent to 
that port some time ago, to guard 
American interests there.

IN RE STAMPS, 


Decisions Regarding the New War 
Revenue Law, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 15.—A num- 
ber of decisions regarding the new 
war revenue law have been received 

by Collector Jackson. 

One decision is to the effect that 
stamping of outside cases in lieu of 
separate packages, bottles and boxes, is 
not in conformity with the law, Stamps 
may be affixed to the packages before 
shipment from abroad, and the new 
stamps will be sent to foreign coun- 
tries for that purpose, 

It is also announced that no law 
authorizes collectors of ports to refuse 
clearance to chartered vessels merely 
because private parties fail to show 
stamped charter to collectors as_re- 
quired by schedule A. A stamp must 
be affixed to each syphon or bottle 
of manufactured mineral water, adver- 
tised for its mineral properties. Stamps 
are required on certificates of deposit, 
but are not necessary on withdrawals 
by passbook. Cattle commission 
brokers are liable to tax as commission 
brokers. A special tax stamp is to 
be issued for each bowling alley, bil- 
liard and pool table. 


FIRES AT DUTCH FLAT, 


Work of a Man Recently from th 
Napa Asylum.

DUTCH FLAT STATION, July 15.— 
The Catholic Church at this place 
was burned last Tuesday night, and 
early this morning the public school 
house was destroyed.

Some boys who were 
playing on the street and saw the ac- 
cident, hurried to Anthony’s assist- 
ance, while some women came out and 
applied restoratives. The patrol wagon 
was called and the boy removed to the 
Receiving Hospital, where Dr. H 
attended him. He found the injuries 
of a most serious character. The boy’s 
skull had been fractured an inch and a 
half in length, while several small 
pieces of bone were pressing upon the 
brain. He removed three pieces of 
bone from the wound. The condition 
of the boy is very serious, and he has 
but small chances of recovery. 

The peculiar feature of the case is. 
that there is no evidences of focal dis- 
turbances, the boy having the full use 
of his faculties, and of his limbs. This 
indicates that the membrane covering 
o* the brain has not been brokeiu, and 
if the drainage canal can be kept open 
to draw off the blood from the brain 
and not allow it to clot, there is a 
chance for his recovery, otherwise not.

PRIVATE POSTAL CARDS. 


Cut Out the Following Information 
and Paste in Your Hat, 

The public generally does not seem 
to understand the provisions pertain- 
ing to the use of private postal cards, 
in consequence of which the postoffice 
authorities have been caused consider- 
able annoyance. Postmaster Mathews 
says that of late all sorts, shapes and 
sizes of private postal cards have been 
mailed there, and as many of them do 


not conform to the requirements, they: 


have been the cause of more or less 
friction and misunderstanding. 

Following afe the provisions under 
which such cards may be mailed, ap- 
plicable, however, to domestic mails 
only. Private mailing cards addressed 
to foreign countries must bear letter 
rate of postage: 

Private mailing cards must not ex- 
ceed 34x5% inches. 

The quality must be about the same 
as the government postal card—not 
more than six pounds three ounces to 
the thousand. 

The color may be white, cream, light 
gray, or the shade of the government 
ecard, light buff. 

Cards must bear these words In print 
on address side: “Private Mailing 
Card—Authorized by Act of Congress 
of May 19, 1898.” 

When prepared by printers or sta- 
tioners for sale they should also bear 
in the upper right-hand corner of the 
address side an oblong diagram with 
the words, “Place a Ii-cent Stamp 
Here,” and in the lower left-hand cor- 
ner the following words should be 
printed: “This Side is Exclusively for 
the Address.” 

Nothing but the superscription will 
be allowed on the address side. 

The message on the cards may be 
either in writing or in print, and there 
may also appear on the message side 
advertisements, illustrations or other 
matter printed either in black or in col. 
ors. 

There must be attached to every card 
mailed a 1-cent adhesive postage stamp. 

Regular government postal cards will 
be issued as usual.

A LIVING GRAVE.

POLICY OF EXPANSION. 


Ex-Vice-resident Stevenson Doesn’t 
Know What to Think. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, July 15.—The feature of 
the annual meeting of the Illinois Bar 
Association in this city was the ad- 
dress of former Vice-President Adlai 
BE. Stevenson. His subject, “France as 
a Republic,” was particularly appro- 
priate to the great French féte day, the 
anniversary of the fall of the Bastile. 
The address was scholarly and techni- 
cal, rather than oratorical in its char- 
acter, and the material for it Was 
largely collected by Mr. Stevenson dur- 
ing his service as & member of the 
monetary commission appointed by 
President McKinley, in which he was 
associated with Senator Wolcott of Col- 
orado and Gen. Charles J. Payne of 
Boston. Mr. Stevenson took the French 
revolution as his starting point. 

“Since then,” said he, “France has 
had fifteen constitutions. The last, 
adopted in 1871, the joint work of 
Thiers and Gambetta, was the best, in- 
asmuch as it appears to have elements 
of stability others have not. In the 
various changes of government, the 
principles of a republican form have 
ever been uppermost. The difficulty 
has been to frame a government that 
would stand along with the monarchies 
of Europe. That seems to have been 
partially attained in the present con- 
stitution, which makes the President of 
the French Republic its head, indeed, 
surrounded, it is true, with some of the 
attributes of royalty, but with none of 
royalty’s powers. It is unlike the 
Presidency of the United States, in that 
the Executive has no veto power and 
is to some extent outside the influence 
of party political changes. The legis- 
lative power is paramount, and its form 
resembles the powers of the English 
Parliament, 

Asked for an expression of his views 
upon the subject of territorial expan- 
sion, Mr. Stevenson said: 

“It would seem a policy of expan- 
sion forced upon the people of i 
United States, and that we shall 
compelled to adopt it. It is a very aie 
ficult problem that is presented to the 
nation. Hawaii has become a part of 
our government by the consent of her 
people, and in accordance with the 
wishes of the people of this country. 
We have practically conquered Cuba, 
and the understanding is that her peo- 
ple shall have a republican form of 
government of their own. It requires 
no prophet, however, to foretel that 
in.the course of time Cuba will become 
one of the States of the Union, I have 
not given the subject sufficient thought 


in favor of territorial expansion at 
present.”

SIXTY-ONE MILLIONS, 


ASSESSMENT ROLIS FOR CITY 
TAXES COMPLETED. 


Considerable Increase in Revenue 
Will Be the Resunlt—O11l Men Ob- 
ject to the License Tax. 

CURIOUS SALE OF STOCK. 


THE JAROLAMEN DIVORCE

SUIT 


Children Impugn the Competency of 
Their Father—Another Chinese 
Case Dismissed—J. B. Hoff- 
man Convicted. 


The assessment rolls, on which will 
be based the taxation for the c nt 
year, have been completed. The total 
assessment is more that $61,000,000, an 
increase of nearly $3,000,000 over last 
year. 

The Board of Public Works yester- 
day began proceedings for the opening 
of New High street tnto Broadway 
from Franklin street. The district of 
assessment was defined and_ the 
preparation of the necessary ordinance 
ordered. 


The oil-producers of the city, like 
the real estate men, want the portion 
of the license tax law, which refers 
to them repealed, and will go before 
the Finance Committee of the Council 
to secure the repeal if possible. 

Property-owners interested in the 
proposed opening of Hoover street, be- 
tween Washington and Twentieth ap- 
peared before a special committee of 
the City Council yesterday to protest 
against the confirmation of the report 
of the commissioners and the awards 
made by them. The committee has not 
yet settled the matter. 

Taking all the facts as developed in 
the suit begun by Henry J. Fleishman 
against J. C. Gladden together, and it 
is probable that for negotiating the sale 
of certain mining stock, which forms 
the basis of the suit, the largest com- 
mission was paid that ever has been 
paid in a business transaction in this 
city. After the defendant Gladden had 
failed to obtain the sté@ck for $15,000, At- 
torney Goodrich closed the deal in less 
than half an hour for less than half 
the money. On behalf of his clients, 
who were willing to pay $15,000, he ne- 
gotiated the matter, obtained the stock 
for $7000, and according to agreement, 
as the defense claims, took the remain- 
ing $8000 aes his own reward. 

Thedivorce suit of Dr. Jarolaman,that 
promised to be of a highly sensational 
character, was quietly disposed of yes- 
terday in Department Six, by the de- 
cree being given to the plaintiff. The 
cross-complaint filed by the doctor was 
withdrawn, and no opposition was 
made whatever.

TAX ROLLS FINISHED. 


THE TOTAL VALUATION ON LOS AN- 
GELES PROPERTY KNOWN. 


Increase Over Last Year—Muach 
Street Work Ordered—Protests 
Heard by a Special Committee. 


The tax rolls containing the assess- 
ments upon which will be based the 
taxes for the fiscal year 1898-99 have 
been completed. The work of footing 
up the seventeen large volumes was 
finished yesterday morning by tl force 
of deputy clerks who have been at 
work at this important and difficult 
task for nearly two weeks, the report 
of their findings has been made to City 
Clerk Hance and by him to the Audi- 
tor and Treasurer. 

The total valuation of property as 
shown by these footings is $61,890,089, 
of which $165,907 is assessed against the 
railroads, leaving $61,724,182 assessed 
against realty and other property usu- 
ally considered in computing the city’s 


assessment of valuations. The latter 
figure is made up of the following to- 
tals:

Value of improvements on leased 
Total $61,724,182 


The value, or rather the face value, 
of the mortgages held in this city 
amount to $4,063,470, of which $3,810,615 
is on property within the city proper, 
or within the patent boundary, and §2,- 
528,855 is in the annexed portions of the 
city. 

The value of mortgage interests, 
deeds of trust, contracts and other ob- 
ligations securing debt, which must be 
deducted from the assessments against 
certain realty, improvements, etc., is 
$4,066,600, and the value of all such 
property after such deductions is stated 
as $57,657,582. 

The total assessment this year is 
more than $3,000,000 higher than that 
of last year. A year ago, before the 
Board of Equalization made its great 
reductions in the assessments, the total 
was about $60,000,000, but that figure 
was found to be much too high, for the 
reason that heavy assessments had 
been placed upon the franchises held 
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the Los Angeles City Water Company 
at $600,000. The Board of Equalization 
reduced this to $150,000. Similar re- 
ductions were made.on other important 
assessments. Another item which had 
to be taken out of the assessment rolls 
of last year Was that of the mortgage 
interests held by the reeents of the 
University of Southern California, It 
was found that under the law such in- 
terests could not be taxed by the city. 
This one itém reduced the city’s reve- 
nue materially. 

In making up the assessment rolls 
this year, care has been exercised to 
guard against the mistakes of last 
year as much as.possible.__The values 
were kept at about what they were a 
year ago, but s0 many improvements 
have been made in the city that the 
Assessor was able to bring the totals 
up to a higher figure than last year. It 
is thought that there will not be much 
pruning by the Board of Equalization 
this year, and that the total will not 
be greatly reduced. Even if there is 
a considerable reduction the net total 
will be much higher than last year. 

Last year the tax rate was $1.25 in 
the city proper, and $1 in the annexed 
districts, on the basis of each $100 val- 
uation. The rate in the city proper 
will doubtless be the same this year 
as before, but in the annexed districts 
an increase of 3 or 4 cents is certain. 
Until this year the property in the an- 
nexed districts had paid no taxes on ac- 
count of bond interest and sinking 
fund, nor will it be assessed for old 
bonds. The new bond issues within the 
last year will be met by taxation 
throughout the city, and as the an- 
nexed districts participate in the bene- 
fits to be derived from these bonds’ 
they will have to stand an increase tn 
their rate of taxation of between 3 and 
4 cents. 

The assessment against the railroads 
is made up as follows: Southern Pa- 
cific, $112,005; Southern California, 
$41,114 and $12,099; Pullman Palace Car 
Company, $215 and $474; total, $165,907. 


OBJECT TO LICENSE TAX. 


Oil Men Want the Law Taxing Them 
Repealed, 

The oil producers of the city, in- 
cluding the owners of wells and the 
dealers and brokers in crude oil, have 
been paying close attention to the pe- 
tition recently filed by thé real estate 
dealers and agents asking the Council 
to revoke that section of the license 
tax ordinance which required of them a 
license to conduct their business. The 
interest which the oil men have in the 
matter is that they want exactly the 
same thing from the Council, 
and a_i petition similar to that 
of the real estate men may 
be presented before the Finance 
Committee at its regular meeting this 
morning. The oil producers assert that 
their business is such as does not re- 
quire police regulation, and if the pur- 
pose of the law is to create revenue 
only, it is unfair to tax them when 
there are so many other kinds of bus'‘- 
ness which are not similarly taxed. 

The Finance Committee has not taken 
action on the petition of the real estate 
men as yet and it will probably be con- 
sidered today.

Board of Equalization not Yet Bur- 
dened With Petitions, 
Unless claims for a reduction in as- 
sesssments on real and other property 
are filed in greater number than they 
have been for the past several days the 
work of the Board of Equalization will 
be very easy this year. City Clerk 
Hance has placed at the disposal of 
property owners interested in the inat- 
ter, and who will ask for a reduction 
in the valuations assessed against their 
property, the proper blanks upon which 
to make out their claims for 
such reductions, but as yet there 
have been comparatively few ap- 
plications for these blanks. The 
work of the board of Equaliza- 
tion begins Monday and will continue 
every day until August 15. The ses- 
sions will be for the most part very 
tedious, as the business will consist 
simply of the reading of the roilis by 
the City Clerk. There are seveniven 
volumes of these assessment rolls and 
the reading of them will consume a 

greater part of the time. 


FEW PROTESTS 


ORDERED MUCH STREET WORK. 


Board of Public Works Disposes of 
Many Petitions, 

The Board of Public Works held a 
busy session yesterday mornng, at 
which they disposed of a large num- 
ber of petitions which, from time to 
time, ‘nad been referred to them. One 
of the most important measures con- 
sidered was the proposed opening of 
New High street into Broadway from 
Franklin street. This improvement has 
been talked of on several different oc- 
casions by the members of the Coun- 
cil, and once the proceedngs went so 
far as to lay out the district of assess- 
ment, but the matter was then dropped. 
The board will push the improvement 
now, and the street opening will be 
made as soon as proceedings for the 
work can take the regular course. The 
opening of the street is a matter of 
importance to all merchants on Broad- 
way, as it will give trade coming 
south along New High street a direct 
opening into Broadway without the 
necessity, as at present, of turning into 
Franklin street, either to Spring or 
Broadway. The board recommended 
that the City Engineer be instructed 
to furnish the City Attorney with the 
necessary descriptions of property, in 
order that the ordinance of intention 
may be prepared, and the City Attor- 
ney will be instructed to prepare and 
present such an ordinance. The dis- 
trict of assessment for the work, as 
fixed by the board yesterday, will be 
the property along the line of the im- 
provement, on New High street to Re- 
public street, on Broadway as far 
south as Fourth street, and on Frank- 
lin street, between Spring and Broad- 
wty. 

It was announced to the board that. 
the proposed opening of an alley from 
Fifth to Sixth streets between ‘Broad- 
way and Hill, ‘would be opposed by a 
number of owners of property in that 
block, among them being the board of 
trustees of the First Methodist Church. 
The church trustees have adopted 
plans for the erection of a handsome 
place of worship, and have acquired a 
lot in the block. Their plans call for 
a building 160 feet in length, and if 
the alley is opened as planned by the 
City Engineer. the plans for the 
church would have to be changed en- 
tirely. The congregation is unwillng 
to give up as much of their land as 
would be necessary to open the alley, 
and some of the members have stated 
to members of the Council that rather 
than be put to the necessity of having 
to change their plans and alter their 
proposed building, they savould prefer 
that no alley be opened in the block. 
The matter was not before the Board 
of Public Works for action, but it will 
come before them later, tn the form of 
a protest against the proposed work. 

Several weeks ago a petition signed 
by a score of residents of the northerly 
portien of New High street was pre- 
sented to the Council asking that steps 
be taken to prevent the conversion of 
the house at No. 523 New High street 
into a Snouse of ill-fame, and that the 
Council prevent the granting of a li- 
cense for a saloon at that place. The 
property-owners stated in their com- 
munication that the morals of that por- 
tion of the city would be corrupted if 


attention was pot paid to the matter. 
The petition referred to, the 


Broadway. 


the matter be referred to the Board 
of Police Commissioners. 

In the matter of the petition of the 
city of Los Angeles and others for the 
impfovement of Wilshire boulevard be- 
tween Hoover street andl Common- 
wealth avenue, the board recommended

The City Engineer was instructed to 
present an ordinance of intention for 
the improvement, under the Bond Act, 
and according to specifications calling 
for the use of decomposed granite, of 
Santee street, from a point 155 = feet 
south of Fighth street to Nint) street. 

Petitions for changing the names of 
Bullard street to Court) street, and 
Rosedale avenue*to Normandie avenue 
were granted, and the City Enc'ineef 
was instructed to present the neces- 
sary ordinances. The City Engeneer 
was instructed to present ordinances of 
intention for the following street tm- 
provements: Leroy street between the 
river and Main street; a portion of 
Boyle avenue, as petitioned for by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Hollenbeck, and to establish 
the grade of Stewart street and to 
sewer and grade that street. 


Opposes the Opening. 

James Moses has filed in the City 
Clerk’s office a protest against the 
proposed opening of an alley from 
Fourth to Fifth street, between Hill 
The protestant gives 
a number of reasons for ‘his opposition 
to the opening, among them being the 
cost as compared with the benefits, and 
that some of the property will be 
benefited more than others, although 
they will not be more ‘heavily as- 
sessed. 


To Abadon a Street. 

The abandonment of Center street is 
asked in a petition filed yesterday in 
the clerk’s office. It is stated that 
the street was never accepted by the 
city; that it has never been used, and 
that it exists only on the map of the 
plat of which it s a part, 


PROTESTANTS HEARD. 


Special Committee Investigating the 
Report on a Stret Opening. 

The special committee consisting of 
Councilmen Baker, Ashman and 
Blanchard, appointed at the last session 
of the Council for the purpose of hear- 
ing the protests against the confirma- 
tion of the report of the commissioners 
on the opening of Hoover street be- 
tween Washington and Twentieth 
street, spent nearly the entire after- 
noon yesterday in that work. A dozen 
or more protestants appeared at the 
meeting and stated why they were op- 
posed to the confirmation of the report 
of the commission. Each had a differ- 
ent reason to offer, although the gen- 
eral complaint which they made was 
almost identical in each instance. The 
property-owners are dissatisfied with 
the awards of damages and benefits, 
and the request was made by many of 
them that the Council equalize these 
awards. Complaint was made that 
some of the owners of property were 
heavily assessed, while others equally 
interested were let off with much 
smaller assessments. 

The committee and the protestants 
carefully examined the map of the pro- 
posed street opening, but as there is a 
great deal of computation to be done 
no report could be made yesterday. 
The committee will visit the place and 
make a personal inspection of the 
property. 


{AT THLE COURT HOUSE, 


QUEER STOCK DEAL. 


H. T. FLEISHMAN SAYS HE WAS 
VICTIMIZED. 


Attorney Ben Goodrich Cleared 
$8000 as Commission on a Sale 
of Stock Which Was Disposed 
of for %7000—The Further Hear- 
ing Today. 


The particulars of what may truly 
be pronounced a most extraordinary 
stock deal were unfolded yesterday be- 
fore Judge Shaw, sitting without a 
jury, in the case of Henry J. Fleish- 
man of the Farmers and Merchants’ 
Bank, against J. C. Gladden. 

It appeared that both plaintiff and 
defendant were on intimate terms, and 
in August of last year Gladden went 
to Fleishman and told him about one 
J. W. Reegers, who held 150,000 shares 
of the capital stock of the Wedge Gold 
Mining. Milling and Water Comdany, 
and who, he thought, would be willing 
to sell out for $15,000, or on the basis of 
10 cents per share. Fleishman inti- 
mated that he would put up half. of 
the money if Gladden would put up the 
other half, and with that understand- 
ing the latter began negotiations with 
Rogers. He testified yesterday that h- 
could do nothing with Rogers, however, 
for he demanded $25,000, and yet he 
had knowledge, gleaned from a variety 
of circumstances, that Rogers wished 
to sell just about as badly as he wisned 
to buy. -Gladden had received $1900 
from Fleishman on account of his con- 
tribution of $7500, but on the morning 
of August 10 he returned to his friend 
at the bank and said that he had not 
been able to close with Rogers. [Gut 
the latter gentleman called around ai 
Gladden’s office that morning just for 
the purpose of talking over the stock 
proposition, and Gladden, misdousting 
his ability to work the deal, took nim 
over to the office of Gen. Goodrich, 
Esq., with whom he had talked about 
the matter previously. He had told 
Attorney Goodrich that the limit was 
$15.000, and upon being asked what he 
would allow if the purchase-was-made 
for less than that figure, he informed 
Goodrich that he might have the dif- 
ference for his trouble. Gladden tes- 
tified yesterday that he didn’t thin« 
the stock could be obtained by Good- 
rich for a cent under $15,000, but if by 
any odd chance it was, he thought the 
commission certainly would not aad 
could not exceed $100 or so. 

The attorney got Rogers in his pri- 
vate office, and while he was mating 
the  dicker with him for the stoc«, 
Gladden went down to Fleishman at 
the bank and told him that Goodrich 
was going to buy the stock fof them at 
the agreed price—$15,000—and he would 
like Fleishman’s ghare of the money. 
ure enough, he recetved $7500 in cash, 
e hied him back to the lawyer's «f- 

ce, During his absence Goodri-:n's 
persuasive powers had been such that 
in less than half 4n hour Rogers had 
consented to sell the Wedge stock. The 
attorney came to the outside office and

NEARING THE END. 

Peace rumors are flying thick and 
fast in Europe, and very naturally, 
most of them reach the United States 
soon after starting out on their 
travels. Rumors of this sort are to 
be expected at this time, for obvious 
reasons. The greater number of them 
are mere conjecture, of course. But 
back of them all there is undoubtedly 
@ groundwork of truth. The war has 
reached a point where Spain must 
perforce sue for peace. Her resources 
are well-nigh exhausted. She cannot 
continue the war much longer. The 
end must come soon, by reason of 
Spain’s utter exhaustion. 


As we dictated the terms of peace 
at Santiago, we shall dictate the final 
terms of peace. Spain will be com- 
pelled to accept our terms, no matter 
how seemingly severe they may be, 
With any ordinary foe we could af- 
ford to be generous. We can afford 
to be so with Spain, outside of cer- 
tain conditions which  govern- 
ment will be likely to insist upon at 
all hazards. These conditions will 
probably be the retention of 
Philippine and the Ladrone islands, 
the cession of Porto Rico, and 
absolute independence of Cuba.

At every point in the war Spain 
has played a losing game.

CITIZENS ON THE WATER QUESTION. 

Interviews with several prominent 
citizens on the water question are 
printed in another part of Tur TIMES 
this morning. These citizens express 
themselves, as a rule, strongly’ in 
favor of municipal ownership, and 
give good reasons for the faith that 
is in them. 

The more closely the proposition of 
Kessler & Co. is examined, the more 
apparent it becomes that the city will 
best subserve its interests by adhering 
to the plan of municipal ownership, to 
which the existing city government 
is irrevocably pledged.

The experience which we have had 
with private control of this great pub- 
lic utility has not been such as to 
make the prospect of a continuance of 
private control -very attractive. 


If ever there was an American 
whom his country has a right to be 
proud of to the bottom of its 75,000,- 
000 of hearts, that man is .

WATER OPINIONS. 


WHAT SOME CITIZENS THINK OF 
MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


Discussions of Salient Points in Re- 
gard to the Keasler Proposition 
and Other Proposed Solutions 
for the Vexed Problem. 
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The water question is coming to be 
recognized as the most important prob- 
lem confronting the people of the city. 
It is a universal subject of discussion, 
and every citizen is watching the ac- 
tions of the public officials on whom 
rest great responsibilities at the pres- 
ent time. All the political parties of 
the city have declared in favor of mu- 
nicipal ownership of the plant for dis- 
tributing the water of the Los Angeles 
River, which water belongs to the mu- 
nicipality already. The situation has 
been surrounded with a tangle of side 
issues, and the citizens are endeavorirg 


to keep a clean vision of the main 


points at issue. 


The following interviews are with 
citizens who, from their connection 
with public affairs, have paid more or 
less attention to the water question. 
Each was asked for an answer to four 
questions: 

(1.) 
pal ownership? 

(2.) What do you think of accepting 
the Kessler proposition, or of leasing 
the plant to some new corporation? 

(3.) What do you think of insistence 
upon the fulfillment of the present 
contract with the water company? 

(4.) Have you any other solution of 
the water question to suggest? 

The interviews are as follows: 

ALBERT M. STEPHENS: “I be- 
lieve in municipal owners‘aip of all 
agencies intimately connected with do- 
mestic life within the limits of the 
city, such as are used for the distribu- 
tion of light, heat and water. The 
ownership of the water of this city is 
not an open question. The city does 
own the water, and to put into actual 
effect municipal control, it is only 
necessary to acquire a plant suitable 
for the distribution of the water. The 
water is the thing of value; the plant 
for its distribution is a mere incident 
to the ownership of the water. 

“The shortest and best way, in my 
opinion, to put into effect municipal 
control of the water, is to carry out 
the contract with the water company. 
I have no doubt about the validity of 
the contract, and if it were not valid, I 
see no reason why the city should 
parallel the pipes of the company, if 
a fair estimate can be ‘nad of the value 
of the plant created by the company. 
I am in favor of standing upon and 
enforcing the present contract, and I 
should be guided in all legal questions 
by the advice of the City Attorney, and 
Messrs. Lee & Scott, and consider the 
city very fortunete in having at its 
command such legal talent. 

“I never took the Kessler proposition 
seriously until the last few days, but 
events happening very recently con- 
vince me that the Kessler Company 
means business. Their proposition is 
simply that the city donate, for a 
period of fifty years, to tat company, 
all the waters of the river, the com- 
peny not to charge rates in excess of 
those now fixed, and, as I understand 
the matter, the city to take the plant 
at that time by paying value therefor. 
They propose also at the end of fifty 
years to give us the Crystal Springs. 
But as we already own the Crystal 
Springs, I lay very little stress on this 
aS a sweetener, They propose also 
to take a part of the rate collected from 
Vie tax-ridden -householder, and give 
it to the City Council. An ingenious 
device intended to interest the Council 
in keeping up the water rates to the 
highest niche. Their proposition boiled 
dov'n is to take control of our water 
for us, and to charge us 97% per cent. 
of the rates for transportation, main- 
tenance and collection. 

“With the present population of the 
city, the franchise is worth, in open 
marret, not less than $5,000,000. 
our population comes upto the 
prophecy of my friend, Garland. it will 
be worth ten millions, and thirty veers 
hence, when our imperial city reaches 
to the sea, the income of the Kessler 
company will be out of sight in the 
figures. They propose, I believe, that 
the Council sall fix the rates, but 
they are silent as to who shall fix the 
political conventions which are to 
nominate Councilmen, who must. vIti- 
mately fix the rates. It will be a for- 
tuna.te day for this city when the 
maiign influence «f water companies is 
eliminated from local politics. 

“There can be no question about pub- 
lic sentiment on this subject. Every 
political conventicn of every political 
faith which ‘sas met in this city for 
many years past, has resolved in favor 
of municipal ownership of water and 
water plant. I believe there has never 
been a dissenting voice in any of our 
conventions, and I think I do not over- 
estimate the percentage of the people 
in favor of municipal ownership when 
I say that fully 99 per cent. favor mu- 
contrel of our water-vorks.” 


& Question 
What do you think of mu wnor- 
pve nk of m nicipal owner- 

Answer. I don't think much of it 


as conducted in many cities, p 
salaried positions, in 
the watesworks are filled with “ward 
heelers” end used for the payment of 
pertisan political obligations. “Munici- 
pal ownership” is a potent and high- 
sounding phrase, largely used in many 
cities as a catch word by blatant dema- 
fogues,ewho use the idea as a vehicle 
upon which to ride into a prominence 
which they have not the brains or char- 
acter to merit or otherwise attain. 
“Municipal ownership” is the correct 
and preper theory and would he the 
ideal plan if honest nen-partiscan and 
business-like manegement could be as- 
sured. 

Q. What do you think cf the Kessler 
proposition, or the plan of leasing the 
water pliant to some corporation? 

A. TI have not studied the Kessler 
proposition sufficiently to express an 
intelligent cpinion. I am in faver of 
that plan which will give this city a 
sufficiency of the best water for the 
least money, whether it be throuch a 
private corporation of through “‘munici- 
pal ownership.” 

Q. Do you think the city should 
insist upon the fulfillment of the pres- 
ent contract? 

A. I am unable to answer this ques- 
tion, inasmuch as nobcdy seems to 
know definitely just what the present 
contract is. On generai principles, I 
am in fevor of the rigid fulfillment of 
every contract. 

Q. Heve you any other solution to 
suggest? 

4“. Having hed no experience in the 
woterworks business, and not having 
mede a careful Study of the problem, I 
have no suggestion to offer at present. 

GEORGE PARSONS: “Ordinarily I 
am not in favor of - centralization of 
pewer, and think the more private in- 
stitutions there are the better. Still, 
as regards municipal ownership of pub- 
lic utilities, there may be features con- 
nected with municipal control of the 
waterworks which would make it ad- 
visable. I am not prepared to say, 
as I have not given the matter sufficient 
thought to arrive at a definite conclu- 
sjon.”’ 

JAMES S. SLAUSON: “The proper 
solution of the water. questionu is the 
one which will furnish water to citi- 
zens at the lowest cost. If a water 
system grows up with a town, it costs 
much less than to buy the system out- 
right from capitalists. Undeniably a 
water plant can be run far more 
economically by private owners than 
by @ municipality. When you place a 
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What do you think of munici- 


water system in the hands of public 


servants, you at once double the cost 


of operation. The difference in cost of 
operation and the interest is enough to 
furnish a reasonable profit to private 
owners, while water is still being fur- 
nished at the some price as it would 
be by the city. An arrangement to lease 
the water plant to responsible parties 
would save years of litigatie¢n and 
consequent expense. Any gontract made 
must be drawn with the greatest care 
and unmistakable plainness. I think 
that the question is of great im- 
portance, and that the people and of- 
ficials of the city have not yet given 
it the careful consideration and study 
which a business matter of such weight 
requires. It should be settled entirely 
on.the principles of good business as 
observed by private citizens.’’ 

J. R. NEWBERRY: “I think the 
first thing to be determined is what the 
city really owns, whether we under- 
take a municipal control of it or lease 


THE DEMOCRATIC FLOP. 


THE PARTY’S CHANGE OF FRONT 
ON THE WATER QUESTION.-—

Mayor Snyder is Still Emitting a 
Continuous Roar—How Harmony 
Was Secured in the City Central 
S®ommittee—Belated Notices to 
Members Who Were not Wanted. 


The extraordinary action taken by 
the Democratic City Central Committee 
at its meeting last Wednesday, when 
the proposition of Kessler & Co. was 
indorsed as the only practicable solu- 
tion of the water question, has aroused 
general discussion. As Kessler & Co. 
propose to lease the city’s water supply 
for a period of fifty years, their plan ‘is 
of course diametrically opposed to the 
principle of municipal ownership. 
which was advocated by both the Re- 
publican and the Democratic platforms 
in the last campaign. 

The complete change of front by 
the Democratic party has aroused 
fierce dissensions in its ranks. The 
position taken by the City Central 
Committee is presumably that of the 
party, but there are a number of indi- 
vidual Democrats whose views are 
radically at variance with the new pro- 
nunciamento. 

Mayor Snyder is, of course. loud in 
his protests, for the complete destruc- 
tion of his plan of campaign for a re- 
nomination is threatened. For a year 
past he has been industriously adver- 
tising himself as the champion of 
municipal ownership of the city’s water 
system. He has labored assiduously to 
corivince the dear public that he, and he 
alone, was the Moses that could lead 
them into this promised land. Natu- 
rally, however, His Honor’s soul was 
filled with exceeding bitterness when 
his party, with the speed of a light- 
ning-change artist, turned a summer- 
sault and came up smiling with its 
back toward municipal ownership and 
the Mavor. 

The new departure was engineered 
by Martin Marsh, Telfair Creighton 
and A. W. Fisher, with valuable as- 
sistance from M. W. Conkling, Earl 
Rogers, Councilman Grider and a num- 
ber of lesser lights in the Democratic 
firmament. It was, cf course, quite 
essential that the new platform should 
be adopted without dissension, and it 
was obvious that the absence of cer- 
tain members of the City Central Com- 
mittee from the meeting would 
highly conducive to harmony. The 
methods employed to insure the at- 
tendance only of the faithful and the 
absence of members who might prove 
fractious, were effective even if irregu- 
lar. 

The notice cof the meeting, which 
was mailed to the members, was as fol- 
lows: 

“Los Angeles, Cal. 

“There will be a meeting of the Dem. 
City Cen. Com. on Wed. July 13, 3 
p.m., at Caledonia Hall for the purpose 
of appointing a Com. to look after the 
interests of the party in the new char- 
ter, and such other matters aS may 
come before the body.’’ 

“TELFAIR CREIGHTON, chairman.” 

The language of the notice was not 
calculated to convey to the minds of 
the uninitiated that the real purpose 
of the meeting was to effect a flop on 
the water question. But as a further 
safeguard the notices addressed _ to 
some members of the committee, whose 
attendance would not desirable, 
were mailed so late that they were 
not received until after the meeting 
Was over. 

When the committee met, little time 
was wasted in considering the city 
charter, tne advertised purpose of the 
meeting. The resolutions advocating 
the Kessler proposition were introduced 
and Georze Furtsch, a Health Officer 
inspector, moved their adoption. The 
programme had been carefully pre- 
pared. Two dozen proxies were on 
hand, distributed between Marsh, 
Creighton. Fisher. Harzoz, Reese and 
Furtsch. The resolutions were promptly 
edopted without opposition, and the 
Democratic nartv had flopped. 

And then the Mayor began his roar.

THE ELEMENTARY FACT. 


BASIS FOR THE FEELING BETWEEN 
ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 


Each Country, While Indirectly 
Helping the Other, Promotes Di- 
rectly Its Own Interests and 
Policies—Already Proven to Be 
Mutually Advantageous. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, July 15.—The London 
correspondent of the Tribune, writing 
under date of July 2, says: 

“There is a solid basis of self-inter- 
est underneath the good feeling exist- 
ing between England and America. 
Each country, while indirectly helping 
the other, promotes directly its own in- 
terests and policies. This is the ele- 
mentary fact which explains the rapid 
developments of friendly relations he- 
tween the two countries since the set- 
tling of the war cloud over Cuba. They 
have been acting together in an amic- 
able spirit and at every turn of af- 
fairs experience has proved that close 
association and mutually advanta- 
geous. Good feeling steadily increases 


when on each side the practical bene- 


fits of mutual good will are perceived. 

“The first great service. which En;- 
land rendered to America was that of 
thwarting a European combination foi 
friendly mediation between Spain and 
the United States. The real object of 
the continental powers was to estao- 
lish a European concert respecting 
Cuba, by which the Monroe doctrine 
would have been upset. Austria-Hun- 
gary initiated the intrigue; France 
supported it, carrying Russia with 
her; Germany assented to it, with the 
proviso that the codperation of Ens- 
land should be secured, and Itaiy 
would not have remained outside the 
coneert if it had been formed. ‘The 
plot failed because Great Britain, 
owing largely to the good judgment 
of Arthur Balfour and Sir Julian 
Paucefote, declined to take part in a 
coalition which might be embarrassing 
to the Washington government. 

“As L. J. Maxee sums up in the Na- 
tional Review, this interesting chapter 
of diplomacy, it became#tolerably ap- 
parent that the Pritish dissented from 
the continental view, ‘that the Ameri- 
can desire to suppress a hell in Cuba 
was a piece of wanton aggression.’ 
Bngland had done America a gvod 
turn, but her own prestige was grealiy 
increased by it. There had been Euro- 
pean concerts over the Armenian, Cre- 
tan and Greek questions, and England 
had been paralyzed and humiliated by 
continental combinations. Her day of 
reckoning came when an European 
concert -was proposed against the 
Monroe doctrine and she brought it to 
naught. 

“The second service which England 
was enabled to perform for America 
was that of ordering Admiral Dewey's 
fleet out of Hongkong under a strict 
construction of neutrality obligations. 
The fleet being without a naval base 
or coaling station, made a descent 
upon Manila, destroyed the Spanish 
squadron and held the Philippines as 
a security for the payment of a war 
indemnity after the close of hostilities, 
England had put the Americans in the 
way of winning a great victory by a 
bold stroke; but in doing this, she was 
also working out the ends of her own 
naval policy. As the strongest naval 
power, with a chain of coaling stations 
and supply depots encirclirg the world, 
it was for her interest that a precedent 
should be established for closing ae- 
tral ports against belligerent fleets. 
This was done at Hongkong. When- 
ever England is drawn into a naval 
war that precedent will be of great 
utility to her government, and it will 
be a source of embarrassment to any 
power whom she may be fighting on 
the ,high seas, 

“The enforcement of neutral obliga- 
tions at British West Indian ports has 
deprived the Spanish navy of 


any 
available base of supplies, and crip- 
pled it in its operations. This *has been 


a great advantage for the United 
States, but indirectly the British gov- 
ernment has been promoting its own 
policies and strengthening its position 
as a naval power. Its own fleets in 
a naval war will never be far _re- 
moved from a trustworthy coal supply 
under the British flag, and a hostile 
squadron will be at serious disadvan- 
tage in a campaign from lack of coal- 
ing facilities. England actua®) de- 
sires to have the coal supply to bel- 
ligerent ships in neutral ports restricted 
as far as possible, and also to have 
coal classed as war material, and con- 
sequently contraband. She has set the 
precedent of neutrality in these _re- 
spects: during the West Indian war, 
and while her practice has been favor- 
able to the immediate policies of the 
United States, it has also been di- 
rected by self-interest. Whenever En- 
gland: is herself at war, it will be for 
her interest as a naval power, with a 
circuit of coaling stations in all seas, 
to have neutral ports closed against 
belligerent ships. 

“The appearance of Admiral Ca- 
mara’s squadron at Port Said has of- 
fered a fresh illustration of the fact 
that England, in indirectly aiding the 
United States, is working out her own 
policies with signal success. Lord 
Cromer is master of Egypt, and the 
Suez Canal is the highway to India. 
British interests require, first, that the 
canal shall remain open in peace and 
war to the fleets of all nations; and, 
second, that there shall be no coaling 
facilities at either end for belligerent 
ships. 

“These objects have been kept stead- 
ily in view in the enforcement of 
neutral obligations against Admiral 
Camara’s squadron. It has been left 
at liberty to go through ,the canal at 
its own discretion, and has been for- 
bidden either to coal at Port Said or 
to remain there indefinitely. Admiral 
Camara was ordered yesterday to leave 
Port Said a8 800n aS possible, pre- 
cisely as Admiral Dewey was officially 
directed to set sail from Hongkong, 
Whether he returns to spain or goes 
on throug’ the canal to Manila, the 
action of the Egyptian authorities will 
please the American government, and 


British policy respecting the regulation 
of interoceanic.canals in war time.”

IT 1S OUR WATER, 


ENGINEER BASSELL ON THE EXIST- 
ING SITUATION. 


An Appeal to Angelenos to Stand 
Fast for Their Rights as They 
Exist—The Advantages of Munic- 
ipal Ownership of the Water 
Supply. 


Burr Bassell, the well-known civil 
and hydraulic engineer, who has given 
the matter of a municipal water plant 
much study and consideration, ad- 
dresses the following letter to The 
Times, which contains matter that in- 
terests every citizen and property- 
owner of the city. He says: 

“To the Editor of The Times: There 
has been, and is being published these 
days, a great deal about the water 
situation, editorially and otherwise. 
On. June 23, The Times published @ 
short letter by the writer, in which he 
aimed to show that while there was a 
great difference between the City En- 
gineer’s latest estimate and offer ($1,- 
300,000,) and the City Water Company’s 
valuation ($3,000,000,) it did not neces- 
sarily imply that there could be no 
agreement bf arbitration according to 
the lease of 1868. 

“Although a regular subscriber and 
reader of. The Times, I have not known 
until today exactly where The Times 
stood. I may not know now; but I 
think the nail was squarely hit on the 
head in today’s editorial, on the status 
of the water question. The city should 
certainly name its member of the ar- 
bitration board prior to the 22d inst. 
Lawyers (some lawyers, at least,) don’t 
know it all, and while it is a ‘fair pre- 
sumption’ that all needful steps have 
been taken and will be taken to protect 
the city’s interests, it by no means 
follows that we have assurance that 
no false step will yet be taken. It 
is a very unpleasant task to write this 
letter, and yet I feel it a duty I owe 
the people of Los Angeles, ‘who have 
not had the time or inclination to fol- 
low all that has happened. 

“The Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany has offered the city its entire 
plant for $3,000,000. On July 13, The 
Times published a letter from said 
company, putting forward three queries 
and their answer thereto. The water 
from which the company derives its 
large revenue comes through the chan- 
nel of the so-called ‘Crystal Springs’ 
property, and it is not strange that 
they should ask $100,000 per annum. 
That was my own valuation of their 
franchise in 1893, as stated in my for- 
meér article. If the people only knew 


“how valuable a property the city may 


unwittingly turn over to other parties, 
they would stand up for their rights. 

he Record has always stood for mu- 
nicipal ownership and control of our 
water-supply system, and yet, at the 


very last, falls down and favors the |]. 


Kessler & Co. proposition. The Record 
thinks that fifty years hence the ac- 
crued interest, amounting to $3,000,000, 
will be more than enough to purchase 
the plant at that time. Iventureto say 
that the plant of 1948 will be worth 
five times that amount, and that it will 


be harder to affect a settlement then |} 


in the interest of the people than it is 
now. I did not say taxpayer, for this 
is something that very materially in- 
terests the humblest home and home- 
maker in our city. Suppose we do 
give a few thousand dollars more for 
the present plant than it is actually 
worth, when we consider the easy pay- 
ment and the burdens that will be ttea 
from those who follow us, our children 
will rise up and call up blessed. It is 


true that we may need to expend the. 


first few yearss considerable sums of 
money to improve and modernize the 
system, but let us put our shoulders 
to the wheel and do it, and be free, 
not slaves, This is a year of freedom: 
let it be local, as well as national, and 
world-wide. 

“Now, I don’t want anyone to misun- 
derstand me; I have no political axes 
to grind; I have neVer received a dol- 
lar from the present Los Angeles City 
Water Company, and never shall, save 
for value received. I have always been 
and ever shall be, for municipal owner- 
ship and control of our waterworks 
system. We own our own water, worth 
today from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000, and 
shall we now permit the politician and 
traitor to the city’s best interests to 
scare us into making another long 
lease of a half century? I have in my 
office the latest statistics of all the 
waterworks in the United States, and 
can prove from truthful and high au- 
thorities that municipal ownership and 
control of waterworks is far better than 
that of private administration, espe- 
cially would it be so for us when we 
own the water supply. We can get rid of 
the politicians if we will draft a new 
charter; so don’t let us be checkmated 
at this stage of the game. I am truly 
thankful for the stand taken by our 
leading daily. Let the good work go 
on.”’

REVIVAL OF THE HAWATIAN 
CABLE PROJECT. 


Jadge Mouser Supposed to Have 
Played a Mies Standish Game on 
Hughes—Deer Hunters Going to 
the Mountains—Coronado Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, July 15.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] More good news for San Diegans 
came by way of Victoria; B. C., yesterday in 
the announcement of action on the part of 
the Hawaiian government toward building a 
cable between San Diego and Honolulu. 
While the annexation of the islands may 
have some effect upon the contract, it can- 
not be regarded as hindering the project in 
the least, as a cuble is needed now, if never 
before. The question as to the exact lo- 
cality of the shore landing on the California 
coast May become important. 

When the United States Fish Commission 
vessel Albatross was at work off this por- 
tion of the coast, soundings were taken for 
the express purpose of finding the best 
‘route for a cable to Honolulu. Starting at 

Point Loma, San Diego Bay, soundings 
were mace on lines serging from southwest 
to northwest for many miles into the ocean. 
The same thing was done from Santa Bar- 
bara, as well as from Santa Cruz. Accord- 
ing to the opinion of officers on the Alba- 
tross, the route from San Diego Bay is the 
best by all odds, for several reasons. The 
high, broken country prevailing to thesnorth 
extends into the ocean many miles from 
shore. Off Santa Cruz, for instance, there 
is said to be a sudden drop of 950 feet at a 
point thirteen miles from shore. The drop 
is so sudden as to show that the bottom of 
the ocean is badly broken into precipices. 
There is none of this off San Diego. The 
descent into the great depths is gradual 
and unbroken. Especially is this the case 
on a line running south of west from this 
port. So well pleased were the officers of 
the Albatross that they were almost sure 
the cable, when laid, would be placed along 
this route, and they went so far as to pick 
out a landing on Point ma where the 
cable could be handled to the greatest ad- 
vantage, with the least danger from heavy 
seas at the shore end. 

SAN DIEGO*BREVITIES.

Gardner, Mr. Rider with Joe Smith, and 
Mr. Manning and Mr. Schenck with Mex'can 
Joe, and all had wonderful tales to tell of 
the mighty fish, its rushes and plunges and 
the different tunes the reel played during the 
fight. All the fish were hocked about 8& 
o'clock in Avaiocn Bay in front of the Met- 
ropole, and the great cove began to re- 
sound with the buzz of reels as soon as the 
baits were cast.

WKINLEY IS WITH US. 


THE PRESIDENT HAS PROMISED 
FAIR PLAY TO SAN PEDRO. 


Senator Stephen M White’s Account 
of the Final Struggle for the 
Deep-water Harbor — Secretary 
Alger’s Attempts to Defeat the 
Appropration, 


Senator Stephen M, White gave a 
graphic account yesterday of the final 
Struggle in the great battle that has 
been waged to secure for the people of 
Southern California a deep-water har- 
bor at San Pedro. Senator White said: 

“I have every reason to believe that 


the San Pedro fight is practically 
ended. It may be that Atty#Gen. 


Griggs has under consideration ques- 
tions submitted to him by the Secre- 
tary of War, but if so I do not believe 
that any opinion will be rendered at 
all at variance with that expressed by 
Justice McKenna, before his elevation 
to the Supreme bench. The people of 
Los Angeles are so familiar with this 
topic that it seems supererogatory to 
dwell upon any details connected with 
it. I will therefore merely allude to 
very recent occurrences, which have, 
however, to some extent been referred 
to in the telegraphic dispatches re- 
cently transmitted to various California 
newspapers from Washington. 

“The readers of The Times know that 
Secretary Alger, in advertising for bids, 
introduced a new element into the pro- 
posals, viz: He provided that if no ap- 
propriation was made for San Pedro 
during the present fiscal year, the 
contract should be void. Nothing. of 
this kind appears in any similar ad- 
vertisement. The passage of the Sun- 
dry Civil Bill was delayed for quite a 
while owing to material differences be- 
tween the conferees, and these conten- 
tions were gradually reduced until four 
or five only remained. Senator Per- 
kins and I most diligently urged im- 
mediate action, as we did not wish the 
Sundry Civil Bill, which contained the 
San Pedro appropriation, to fail. We 
understood, of course, that a new 
measure might be framed, but as we 
had obtained that which we desired in 
the measure then pending, we did. not 
solicit further controversy. To cut a 
long story short, the bill was duly 
passed and signed. 

“Thereupon Mr. Barlow interviewed 
Secretary Alger and was informed that 
no contract would be let: until Atty.- 
Gen. Grigge had passed upon the sub- 
ject and that the matter would be 
submitted to that officer promptly. The 
Secretary of War did not keep his word. 
Mr. Hooker, who, as chairman of the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee, origin- 
ally opposed San Pedro, came to see 
me and told me he wished it under-

stood that he was ready to do anything 
in his power to aid the California dele- 
gation in. bringing abcut the letting of 
the San Pedro contract, and I-must say 
that his subsequent action demon- 
strated his entire earnestness. He 
then intertiewed Secretary Alger, and 
the latter informed him that he had 
submitted certain legal propositions to 
Atty.-Gen. Griggs and that he would 
not let any contract before that offi- 
cer had responded. 

“This statement subsequently turned 
out to be untrue, for Mr. Alger up to 
the date of adjournment had submitted 
nothing to the Attorney-General with 
relation to San Pedro. Later on and at 
different times I interviewed the Presi- 
dent, in conjunction with members of 
the California delegation, all of whom 
sympathized with us and some of 
whom were always present when the 
matter was discussed with the Presi- 
dent, except upon one occasion when 
I individually interviewed Mr. McKin- 
ley. Senator Perkins was active and 


. effective, and Mr. Barlow for the most 


part interviewed Secretary Alger and 
was also on hand when I told the 
President that while I and my constitu- 
ents had every confidence in him, we 
had none in the Secretary of War, and 
that it was certain that the harbor 
would never be constructed unless the 
President personally required it to be 
— one occasion President McKinley 
called up the Secretary of War ani 
asked whether he had submitted his 
questions to the Attorney-General. The 
reply came that this would be done 
the next day. This promise also re- 
mained unkept and two days before ad- 
journment Mr. Alger informed Mr. 
Kerens that he could not take the af- 
fair up until the fall of Santiago. TI 
narrated this incident to President Mc- 
Kinley and suggested that the Secre- 
tary might as well make the matter 
rest upon the discovery of an addi- 
tional planet. 

“Without running through the con- 
versations had, it is sufficient to say 
that the President has taken the mat- 
ter into his own hands and has given 
his word that the work will go on. I 
do not believe that he sympathizes in 
the slightest degree with the splenetic 
conduct of Mr. Alger, and although the 
White House is a wonderfully busy in- 
stitution just now, I have every faith 
that we will not be overlooked. The 
President sent me assurances, the day 
I left, that I need have no solicitude 
regarding his determination. While he 
did not say anything to reflect directly 
upon Mr. Alger,I saw and heard enough 
to convince me that the latter party will 
get into hot water if he does not go 
ahead. The President stated that he 
had looked up the issues personally and 
had concluded that the work should 
proceed. His talk with reference to 
the entire subject demonstrated that 
he was familiar with all the important 
points. 

“I would not be fair if I did not add 
that Vice-President Hobart has been 
our friend throughout and has been 
working for San Pedro assiduously 
since he came to Washington. This he 
has done because, through a variety of 
circumstances, he has made himself 
familiar with the details of the situ- 
ation and knows that an effort is being 
made to bunco us. Senator Elkins has 
also been very active in our behalf and 
Senator Frye is interposing no obstacle 
whatever.
